1. Claims 1-4, 7-19, 22-24, 26-30, and 32-40 of application 09/707486 are pending in the . 
application. Claims 5, 6, 20, 21, 25, and 31 are canceled. This communication is in response to 
the amendment received on 7-November-2007.

Claim Rejections under 35 U. S. C. §112, 2nd Paragraph 

2. Claims 3, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. In view of some apparent grammatical errors, these claims are found 

to be vague for the following reasons: 

Claims 3 and 4: "the threshold adjustment logic is further to" 

Claim 8: "the halt logic is to" 



Allowed Claims 

3. Claims 1-4, 7-19, 22-24, 26-30, and 32-40 are deemed allowable over the prior art of 
record at this time, pending resolution of any rejections noted above, because the prior art does 
not specifically disclose the claimed clock frequency adjustment logic and circuitry.
